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Pus In plan to preserve Lake County farmland

One of Ihc qualities that makes Lake 
County so attractive is its rural characlcr. 
This might be preserved for future genera- 
tions as part of a program by an arm of 
the Forest Preserve DisL 

It will happen through what is known 
as a conservancy district The district will 
buy existing farms at market prices and 
allow the owners to continue living on 
the land and working it in exchange for 
rent and payment of taxes. This will create 
a so-called life estate for the owner

saved another piece of land from the spec- 
ulators and developers," said County Board

member F.T. "Mike" Graham, chairman 
of a newly-formed Land Conservation 
Committee. 

"When -the owner dies or no longer 
wishes to work the land, the county lakes 
possession," Graham said. "Whether it 
takes five years, 15 years or 50 years 
down the road, this piece of land is pre- 
served." 

In reality. Lake County buys the 
development rights to the land. This 
prevents it from being developed. As an 
example, Graham said the purchase price 
most likely will be the difference between 
the average price of raw agricultural land 
(about 510,000 per acre) and the low 
agricultural value (about SI ,000 per acre) 
or $9,000. The value could be higher or 
lower, depending upon location. 

How this will be financed is yet to be 
worked out, Graham said. "It will be cre- 
ative," he promised, "and it won't neces- 
sarily be by bonding." 
■ Graham said the public will benefit in 
more ways than one. "First, diis will odd 



another dimension to the quality of life, 
keep the counuysioe the way we sec it to- 
day and will save money," he said about 
not paying development costs. Gniham 
and other open- space advocates say new 
homes and apartments do not pay their 
way due lo the demand they make on 
schools, sewer and water, police and fire 
protection and oilier services. 

"Either way the public is going to pay," 
Graham said, "if wc adopt or don't adopt 
it. It costs two to three time more to de- 
velop land lhan to keep it untouched." 

Of the 300,000 acres in Lake County, 
180,000 of it is in farmland, open space 
and owned by the Forest Preserve Dist. 
The number of farms has been growing 
over the past decade due lo splintering of 
large farms, but the number under produc- 
tion has decreased. At last count there 
were 750 farms in the county, 60 percent 
of them owned by abscn ice landlords. 

Average value of Lake County farmland 
was S9.318 in 1986, well above the state 
medianof S2.000 to $3,000. This is be- 
cause the county is considered a high- 
growth area. In 1972 the same farmland 
sold for S2.740 per acre and stabilized at 
$3,200 to $4,000 an acre between 1978 
and 1982. 

Illinois law favors formers with a low 
lax assessment based on the soil's produc- 
tivity. While this works equitably in other 
parts of the state, it results in land that is 
taxed far below its actual market value 
This allows farmers to profit amid today's 
speculative land boom. 

Future of the Lake County farm has 
been studied by the Illinois Regional 
Planning Comm. These observations 
have been made: 

1. Large-scale farming such as grain and 
livestock will decrease more rapidly over 
the next 30 years, tenants will farm land 
owned by corporations or trusts and ihcrc 
will be increased pressure to sell. 

2. Small-scale and specialized farms 
with higher returns will emerge such as 
truck farms and nursery or greenhouse op- 
erations lo serve the landscape needs of a 
growing populace. 

3. Land set aside in a 1982 county 



master plan for development will meet the 
county's growth needs for 20, leaving 
ample so-called "county land." 

4. Maintaining an open, uncongcsicd, 
rural setting is held in high esteem by 
tong-icrm and new residents. 

5. Several agencies and governing bod- 
ies may be needed to acquire and manage 
open space. Land acquisition is the most 
effective means of preserving and manag- 
ing open space. 

Judith Hcyman, a member of ihc re- 
gional planning commission, insisted at a 
Feb. 2 meeting of the new conservancy 
district that a public information program 
be developed to win support for land ac- 
quisition, land should be acquired without 
condemnation and these should accompany 
growth in on area. 

Several persons pointed out that 
conservancy districts in other parts of Ihc 
nation such as Maryland, Massachusetts 
and Wyoming arc successful. 



County Board member Suzi Schmidt of 
Lake Villa said part of the education effort 
should be directed at telling the impor- 
tance of seemingly useless wetlands to Ihc 
ecological balance. 

Board member Samuel Payne of Zion 
said this program "will preserve ihc high 
Lake County standards." 

"If wc wouldn't have fooled Mother Na- 
ture in the first place wc wouldn't have a 
problem today," board member John 
Rcindl of Mundelein added. 

"One of the nice features of diis plan is 
that the property remains on the tax 
rolls," Graham said . "Il collccls money 
this way and cams money for tho county 
In the form of rent paid by ihc tenant." 

Almost to a member, those attending 
the first meeting urged immediate action 
lo protect die Lake County countryside.

Forest Preserve reverses position, kills acquisition 



by JOE WINTER 

In another change of position, die board 
of the Lake County Forest Preserve Dist. 
voted 18-5 not to acquire a 1,500-acrc 
parcel or land known as die Countryside 
uddillon/Lokcwood extension in Fremont 
Twp. 

The board had just prior to dial action 
voted down 13-10 a motion to refer the 
matter to committee for study, as well as 
issue to municipalities neighboring the 
area a nodec that they intend to acquire the 
property. 

A memorandum from die chairperson 
would not be legally binding to ask dial 
other governing bodies not act during die 
board study period, counsel for the board 
said. However, a notice of intent lo 
acquire would have accomplished this 
puqwsc, even if die board did not formally 
enact on acquisition. Also, commissioners 
noted that dils notice of intent would not 
have committed the board ' to an 
acquisition. 

This was the second time in about a 



week that die board reversed their position 
to acquire land. Earlier, die board decided 
not to acquire a parcel near Andoch, the 
Redwing Marsh/Deer Lake area. 

Pete Tckampe. one of the property 
owners involved, lold the board prior to 
its decisions that he could not meet with a 
committee of the Village or Wauconda 
until Feb. 22. Tcknmpc is a spokesperson 
for a group of landowners in Fremont 
Twp. who have been actively opposing 
the Forest Preserve acquisition, and ihcir 
group "would not sneak in an annexation" 
done by the village, Tckampe said. 

Comm. Matthew Miholic charged that 
the Forest Preserve Dist. is proceeding 
contrary to an acquisition plan it had set 
up. A pan of this plan dictated that all 
future acquisitions would be reviewed by a 
planner for die board, Miholic said, adding 
that diis review had not taken place witli 
the acquisition they were discussing, 
Miholic suggested rejecting the entire 
plan , if it is not going lo be followed. 

Comm. John Dal en sold he was tired of 



seeing the board back down whenever 
people complained about proposed 
actions, "We didn't just pick this out of 
die air," he said concerning the proposal 
discussed at this mccung. Balcn also said 
that commissioners can't please everyone 
with dicir decisions. "Some homes in diis 
county arc going lo be taken. Some farms 
arc going to be taken," he said. 

Comm. Charolettc Kiesgen disagreed 
with Balcn's assertions concerning siUng 
for acquisition. "If they arc not picked out 
of die air," she asked of sites, "why arc 
they shaped tike dog hind legs"? 

An exception lo die usual procedures for 



acquisition was being made concerning die 
property of a county board member, 
whose land in Fremont Twp. was not 
being acquired, according to -Comm. 
Donald Slrcngcr. Comments made by 
other commissioners identified this board 
member as John Rcindl, who lives at 
22846 Rtc. 176. Mundclein. 

Comm. Dcloris -Alcxrod said that 
acceptance of a special mccung call was \} 
not done at the beginning of the session, 
adding thai the meeting was "a procedural 
quagmire," as commissioners debated for 
several minutes over what the proper 
wording of die inodon should be.

II look less lhan iwo months for Sherry 
Llnning to go from managing computer 
operations at a community college to 
running her own dog kennel at n full 
capacity of 40 dogs. 

Linnlng, owner of Bark 'N Town 
Kennels in Inglcsidc, had no previous 
experience with animals except for 
owning her own pets, but had always 
thought it would be fun to run a kennel. 
As she and husband, Bill, who is lhc 
director of finance at Nilcs Twp. High 
School, were planning their October of 
'86 wedding and shopping for a new 
home, they found a real estate 
advertisement for Bark 'N Town Kennels. 
They didn't think they'd be able to finance 
the buy, which included the kennel, two 
houses and 13 acres of land, but decided to 
try to find sonic way lo work it out; 

To Sherry's surprise, die Linnings were 
able lo make lhc purchase and moved from 
Dcs Plaincs to Inglcsidc in December of 
'86. The kennel was full by Christmas. 

Linning said she was "hysterical" 
when she and her husband took over the 
kennel. "Working with dogs didn't bother 
mc at all," she said. But added that 
learning the technical parts of the job — 
die feeding problems, health problems and 
disinfecting of the kennels— was lhc 
difficult' pari. She learned by reading 
every book on animal cam she could find. 

The American Boarding Kennel Assn. 
was a tremendous help to Linning in 
answering her questions over the phone 
and at the conventions she attended. 

According lo Linning, animals arc scared 
when Uiey'rc taken out of the environment 
they're used to and brought to a kennel. 
The toughest part of her job is helping 
them to get over their fears of 
abandonment . 



"Dogs arc family. Customers treat (hem 
like family and we recognlza that," sho 
said, adding that ihcy cat very Unlet and 
have to be babied when they arrive at a 
kennel, 

Not only do the Linnings board dogs, 

ihcy also board cats, ferrets, and do 

grooming. Their customer base is 

comprised of people who arc moving ond 

need a place for their pets to stay for a 

while and people who arc going away on 

business or vacation. 

The typical television nightmare played 

in many shows where a dog dies while its 

owner is away, has twice occurred for the 

Linnings; One dog, 16, died or old age. 

The other was much more frightening for 

lhc kennel owners. A ihrcc-ycar-old dog 

died of a bacterial infection die first day of 

its owner's vacation. It had to be frozen 

(lhc Linnings have a special freezer for 

this purpose) until the owners returned. 

The Linnings offered to pay for an 

autopsy which revealed that the dog had 

been infected prior to his arrival ai the 

kennel. 

Besides boarding other people's pels, the 

Linnings have their own pure-bred 

Dalmatian and German Shorthoir which 

they use for breeding. Currently they have 

10-wcck-old German Shorthairs and two- 

week-old Dalmatian puppies which will 

be sold. 

The Linnings arc planning to construct 
a new building for kennels on their 
- property. In it they will include more 
exercise space for the dogs and more 
dislancc bclwccn die dog and cat areas 
since cats gel upset when ihcy hear dogs 
barking close by. 

Since lhc kennels' capacity is fullest 
during the holidays, it helps the Linnings 
lo have five children who arc all animal 
lovers and who all will be home from 



college end Worlc lo'hetp. On Christmas 
mornings, 40 (Jogs must be fed before one 
present is opened. Linning says her 
children love Ihc business and (hat one is 
even studying to become a veterinarian. 

"Everybody else rests on holidays, Wo 
go out and feed 40 dogs before opening 
Christmas presents," she said. 

The fact that Bill Linning works for a 
school system is a big asset, to Bark 'N 
Town Kennels. Whenever school is out, 
lie docs maintenance work in die kennels. 

The Linnings joke dial they hope la 
have their kennels for at least 16 years. 
The reason? Bark 'N Town's three 
previous proprietors each owned it for 13, 
14 and 15 years respectively.

Joe D'Antonio, owner of

D'Antonio opened his first 
shop in the Bctvidcrc Mall 
in Waukegan when he was 
only 18. Nine years later, 
he and his wife. Penny, 
moved the business to 
Linden Plaza in Lindenhurst 
because it was more 
lucrative to be located in an 
area where more people 
wear leather shoes. 

Not only docs D'Antonio 
repair shoes. Ho also repairs 
all leather goods nnd sells 
children's footwear, men's 
boots and various shoe core 
products. His wife runs the 
shop while ho is working 
on repairs. 

D'Antonio says shoe 
repair is coming back into 
vogue because of the high 
price of shoes. According to 
him, it is more sensible to

Then; is a pot of gold somewhere along 
the Illinois-Wisconsin slate line. It could 
be just beyond the door at The Comer or 
Jay's Treasure Island, both on Rtc. 41, 
with the purchase of an Illinois lottery 
ticket It might be at any of dozens of 
lottery cutlets that hug the state line from 
Zion to Richmond. - 

The landmark Jay's in Russell has a 
sign over the door greeting all who enter 
below: "Good luck to all our customers." 

Some need it. Others take their chances. 
Both types arc among the hundreds of 
daily SI and $5 instant winners or the 
weekly ones for bigger amounts. 

Here and at hundreds of other lottery 
outlets around the state people by the 
thousands plunk down cold cash in hopes 
of winning the Daily Double, Pick 4, the 
instant lottery, one of the weekly Lotto 
jackpots or the new Green Stuff Instant 
Game. 

William Matthews of Russell last 
month month won S 100,000 in the Green 
Stuff gome introduced last fall. 

Last April Jay's had a 55,000,000 win- 
ner. Other outlets have hit it almost as 
big over the years. The Comer proclaims 
in a sign it sold the ticket to a $3.9 mil- 
lion winner. The Comer is among the 
top 10 lottery .ticket sales outlets in the 
. suite. 

On prizes of SI, 000 or more, the seller 



collects a bonus equal to one percent or 
the prize. 

Jay's owner/manager said he was too 
busy with long lines of customers in 
midday to talk about business or cus- 
tomers. He didn't want to give his name 
nor talk about winners at what has tradi- 
tionally been among the biggest lottery 
ticket sales outlets In this part of the 
stale. But he willingly sold another ticket 



The same might be said of parking lots 
on Rtc. 12 near Richmond and Sheridan 
Rd. in Zion. Motorists driving into Illi- 
nois arc immediately bombarded with 
billboards and signs of all sizes identify- 
ing tottery outlets. 

Some buyers said they came across the 
state line to buy cigarettes and then "spend 
a few dollars" on lottery tickets in hopes 
of getting a winner.

The Wisconsin lottery 
started late last summer. 

Parking lots at most lottery outlets on

It's politics, whether top or bottom

In politics, it isn't uncommon to sum at 
the top and the bottom at the same time. 
If that sounds confusing, remember, it's 
politics. 

That's exactly where Gary E. 
MacDougal is today — both the top and the 
bottom. 

A few weeks ago, after serving as a 
campaign advisor to President George 
Bush, MacDougal was mentioned widely 
for the cabinet post of Secretary of Health 
and Human Services. That's about as 
high — and close — as you can get to the 
most powerful office in the free world. 

Today, MacDougal is trodding the 
hustings in an attempt to sec if he's got 
what it takes to run for the the U.S. 
Senate. That's the bottom of the political 
ladder, and that's where we got acquainted 
with MacDougal, an affable guy, easy to 
talk to and possessor of a business 
pedigree comparable to a thoroughbred 
getting ready for the Kentucky Derby 
trials. 

MacDougal is primed to tangle with 



incumbent U.S. Sen. Paul Simon, the 
redoubtable Democrat who strikes fear in 
the hearts of many Republicans itching 
for higher office. 

"Not mc," exclaimed MacDougal. "It's 
going to take an early start to make a race 
against Simon in 1990. I think I've got 
the credentials, and I think I know where 
Simon is soft. Now I've got to gel people 
acquainted with Gory MacDougal." 

So that's how this correspondent came 
to gel acquainted with Gary MacDougal at 
a meeting at Gumcc Holiday Inn. 

About as quickly as you can say, "Nice 
to know you," MacDougal produced a 
biography and several sheets of reprints 
recounting 18 years in industry as 
chairman and CEO of Mark Controls 
Corp., and how he sold the business, 
making megabucks for the stockholders. 
He volunteered for the Bush campaign and 
the rest is a short course in public affairs. 

MacDougal. is no stranger to Lake 
County. At the helm of Mark Controls, ; 
including a plant in Lake Zurich, 
MacDougal resided in North Harrington. 



Horrible mistake 



More and more it is appearing as if the 
Defense Dcpt. made a horrible mistake in 
pulling Ft. Sheridan on a list of military 
installations for closure as an economy 
measure. 

There is strong evidence that cost 
savings figures outlined by the Pentagon 
in moihballing Ft. Sheridan arc seriously 
flawed. The investigation of how the base 
"hit list" was prepared is suspect. One 
person from the special commission 
authorized by Congress to reduce the 
defense budget by getting rid of unnccded 
installations made only a cursory visit to 
Ft. Sheridan. There is no reason to believe 
thai a serious, thorough investigation of 
Ft. Sheridan was made by federal 
authorities. 

Ft. Sheridan is a shirt-sleeve, multi- 
purpose installation playing a key roll in 
the U.S. military and defense readiness 
posture. The Lake County installation 
provides a base and resource center for a 
network of Army and armed forces needs 
fanning out throughout the entire 
midwest. Situated in the nation's heartland 
and located adjacent to the nation's third 
largest metropolis with vast 
communications and transportation 
facilities, the 100-year-old fort's strategic 
value simply cannot be ignored— except, 
perhaps, by congressional hcadhunicrs. 

Ironically, at the precise moment 
neighboring municipal leaders were 
carving up nearly 700 acres of public lands 



at a hearing called by Cong, John Porter, a 
meeting of the Military Affairs 
Committee of the North Chicago 
Chamber of Commerce was taking place 
to' formulaic a response to the proposed 
closure action. The consensus was that as 
patriotic Americans and serious-minded 
taxpayers, citizens must fight the Ft. 
Sheridan closure plans from every 
conceivable angle. 

Members or the committee headed by 
rcsiaurantcur Martin Paulson were struck 
by the thought that if a mistake has been 
made at Ft. Sheridan, what about the other 
installations on the hit list? A Russian 
nuclear attack couldn't dismantle a 
significant part of America's military 
might any faster than the closure 
commission and the impending 
congressional vote needed to implement 
the program. 

There could be a clear and present danger 
to national security if closure plans ore left 
unchallenged. Cong. Porter should demand 
a more comprehensive accounting of 
purported savings resulting from 
relocating Ft. Sheridan to Indiana. 
Testimony of impartial military experts 
sorely is needed to emphasize Ft. 
Sheridan's strategic importance. 

It could come down to someone making 
a Paul Rcvcrc-likc ride to head off a 
defense and preparedness disaster. If that's 
the case, let's start saddling up. 



Demands unceasing 



Growth pressures ore getting more than 
excessive when the school superintendent 
is being forced out of his office to make 
room for more students. But that's exactly 
the situation confronting Dr. Mnrlin 
Meyer of Woodland Dist. 50 in the rapidly 
growing area west of Gumcc.

Aged deserve more than 
being put out to pasture 



In 1986, Richard D. Lamm startled the 
American public. The former governor of 
Colorado, gave new meaning to an old 
term "generational conflict". Ho 
suggested people in what were their 
"Golden Years" had a duty to get on with 
it and depart this vale so the young will 
have something left. . 

The idea that the aging ore in the way 
was present in different ages and cultures. 
If the aging Indian squaw had no one to 
hunt for her anymore, some Indian tribes 
just let her go unfed and unprotected. The 
elements took care of the rest. I've read 

somewhere dial Eskimos, in a bygone era, 
took their aged infirm and speeded things 
along by setting them adrift on an ice 
floe. The governor was only putting into 




words what a group in this country was 
getting at more subtly, Wc should exam- 
ine how this has come about. 

Cost of medical care has become a main 
concern and preoccupation over the last 1 5 
years. To put- a brake on the exploding 
technology that is life-saving, but also ex- 
pensive, layer upon layer of rules have 
been applied. Constraints on medical 
providers lo save money have become so 
strict and rigid that it's naive lo discuss 
ways of rationing it. It's already here in 
many ways. The Medicare people, the 
insurance companies, the HMOs, the 
managed care consultants hired by industry 
do it every day. Third party payers radon 
by saying, "It's medically unnecessary" 
and refuse payment. Then the providers 
arc discouraged from giving that care. Il 
has even gone further than that' Reams of 
print have made physicians appear to be 
doing something socially unacceptable If 
they continue the old ways. 

The last 10 years has seen the accclcr- 
oicd growth of a group of relatively new 
players. These are medical cihtcists. 
They have taken upon themselves the task 
of deciding who is to get care, what kind 
and for how long. PrcdominanUy, they 
are not the ones taking care of ihc sick. 
Economists, philosophers and bureaucrats, 
many carrying Ph.Ds as credentials, make 
up the bulk of this group. They v/ill not 




be faced wilh the awesome task of decid- 
ing when medical care for an individual 
should be stopped, but they arc comfort- 
ably advancing bold, sweeping ideas thai 
pass the burden to odicrs. Their ideas lend 
respectability lo the belief that certain 
classes or age groups ore less deserving of 
consideration than others. Other questions 
influencing events are: How do wc rid 
ourselves of the mounting federal deficit; 
and how do wc care for the rising number 
of senior citizens? 

Meanwhile, some of our cthicists foster 
the concepts that older cidzens, as a class, 
have more money, are in worse hcalUi and 
ore a drag on the national purse. These arc 
not close to being good generalizations, 
but they degrade the seniors and do foster a 
kind of class war between gcncraUons. 

In this vein, a government task force 
last year suggested Social Security pay- 
ments be taxed. Another part of our gov- 
ernment suggested all the money paid inlo 
tlic Social Security Trust fund (which is 
solvent until about (he year 2010, or so) 
be loaned to help pay off the national 
debt. If this were done, no money will be 
around for people when they reach the age 
for them lo collect. If il were borrowed 
for that purpose, how would the govern- 
ment pay il back to the trust fund? The 
answer: By taxing everyone who paid 
money into the fund in order to give il 
back to ihcm? 

Lamm, now at the University of Den- 
ver, followed his statements the next year 
with his "10 Commandments of an Aging 
Society". He believes wc already radon 
health care, but for the benefit of the aged! 
And wc shouldn't let young children or ihc 
rest of our needs suffer while doing (hot 

In that same year, 1987, Daniel Calla- 
han, Ph.D., director of the Hasdngs Cen- 
ter in New York, wrote a book, "SctUng 
Limits". He is a kindly gentleman, but 
his bock goes one step further in 
suggesting we work on a medical care 
cutoff age because, even wilh ample re- 
sources, "There will be belter ways to 
spend our money than indefinitely extend- 
ing the life of ihc elderly". 

Musings, Our pundits have opened a 
controversy that will continue far into the 
. next century. Although .not formally 
adopted, it creeps into medical care 
through cost containment. Who will 
make the decisions? If we were to set a 
chronological age, will wc deprive our- 
selves of our most wise and experienced? 
Is it a type of euthanasia? Nazi-like, will 
it extend to others?

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Good records make 
tax preparation easy 



Good lax records can save taxpayers 
substantial time and money when 
preparing income tax returns. And they 
can save themselves hours of searching for 
earnings statements or lost receipts and 
cancelled checks, if their financial records 
arc in order. These records arc not only 
necessary to prepare a complete and 
accurate return but can save people money 
by making tlicm aware of deductions they 
might have otherwise overlooked. 

The types of records to save by those .. 
filing Form 1040, the shorter Form 
1040 A or the 1 1-linc Form 1040EZ 
include income statements such as Forms 
W-2 nns W-2P (showing income from 
wages and from pensions and annuities) 
and Forms 1099-INTand 1099-DIV 
(showing income from interest and 
dividends. , 

Parents who pay for the care of their 
children or dependents while (hey work or 
look for work should keep careful records 
of these payments if they want to claim a 
credit for the amount they pay. These 
records should consist of a week-by-week 
log of the name, address and, if required, . 
social security number of the care 
provider, as well as the amount paid. 
Cancelled checks or receipts for cash 
payments will serve as substantiation of 
the amount paid. These records will enable 
taxpayers to accurately compute the child 
and dependent care credit, which can be 
claimed on cither Form 1040A or the 
longer Form 1040. 

Taxpayers who itemize deductions 
should keep receipts, cancelled checks, 
etc., for such tilings as medical and dental 



payments, contributions to churches and 
charities, and statements to substantiate 
mortgage interest. Records of real estate 
taxes and personal property taxes paid 
during the tax year should also be kept. 
Other miscellaneous items to keep might 
include records of payment of union dues, 
unreimbursed employee business 
expenses, investment expenses, and tax 
return preparation fees — these can be 
deducted only to the extent that the total 
amount exceeds two perccn t or the 
taxpayer's adjusted gross "income. 

Taxpayers must have statements, 
worksheets and receipts that document and 
support die income, deductions and credits 
claimed on their tax returns, should IRS 
need to examine them. Tax records which 
support items claimed on a return should 
be kept at least until the period of 
limitation expires for that return— usually 
this is three years from the dale the return 
was due or filed, or two years from the 
date the tax was paid, whichever is later. 

Sometimes records must be kept longer 
than the period of limitation even though 
the (ax return is correct and complete. 
Records of property transactions (including 
real estate, stock, machinery, etc.) should 
be kept for future reference. In addition, 
copies of old lax returns may be helpful in 
preparing fulurc returns, so taxpayers may 
want to keep them with their other 
records. 

The IRS publishes a free publication onj 
recordkeeping for tax purposes, 
Publication 552, Recordkeeping for 
Individuals and a List of Tax

Many delays in ihc 
processing of federal income 
tax returns could be avoided 
if taxpayers used the labels 
and envelopes that accom- 
pany their tax packages, the 
IRS says. 

. The pccl-off label, which 
contains die taxpayer's 
name, address and social se- 
curity number, is designed 
to expedite accurate 
processing al IRS service 
centers and thus avoid delay 
in die issuance of a refund 
check. 

The IRS advises taxpayers 
to use die label, even if 
corrections arc necessary. 
For example, in die case of 



a change of ud dress ,ilic 
correction should be made 
dirccdy on die label. Tax- 
payers who use a tax pre- 
parer need to furnish die 
pccl-off label to their 
practitioner for use on their 
return, 

One of the most common 
and troublesome errors that 
can be averted by use of the 
label Is the listing of an in- 
correct or illegible social 
security number. This is a 
major cause of delayed re- 
fund checks. 

The coded, prc-addrcsscd 
envelope ensures dial die 
return is sent 10 the proper 
IRS service center. Once ihc- 



cnvclopc reaches die service 
center, die coding ensures 
speedy entry into the pro- 
cessing system. Taxpayers 
should make sure dicy use 
die proper postage when 
mailing (heir returns. Most 
returns require one first 
class stamp; however, 
thicker returns, usually 
containing over four items 
(i.e., Form 1040 and three 
atlnchmcnls) require addi- 
tional postage. Re turns 
which are sent back to tax- 
payers for additional postage

Medicare 
Coverage Act 
starts in 1989 

The Medicare Catastrophic Coverage Act 
of 1988 imposes an income tax related 
supplemental premium on individuals 
eligible for hospitalization benefits under 
part A of Medicare. 

Starting in the 1989 lax year, individuals 
will be subject to the premium of any 
taxable year if: 

— They arc eligible under Medicare for 
more than 'six full months beginning in 
the taxable year. 

— Their adjusted income lax liability for 
the taxable year equals or exceeds $ 1 SO. 

The extended coverage and supplemental 
premium is not optional. The 
supplemental premium rates per SI 50 (per 
person on a joint return) arc $22.50 for 
1989 and S37.50 for 1990. The maximum 
supplemental premium for 1989 is S800 
($1,600 on a joint return). 

This additional liability only affects 
1989 tax returns. To plan ahead, 
individuals should adjust their withholding 
and/or estimated tax payments during 
1989. 



offering the new services. 

The first service is called rapid refund and 
the way it works is simple. Customers 
cither bring their prepared lax returns to 
H&R Block, or have H&R Block prepare 
them at no initial charge.

A limited amount of job- 
related moving expenses .

test" and "time test," and 
the move is "closely re- 
lated" to the start of work. 

To meet the distance test, 
the new main job location 
must be at least 35 miles 
farther from the taxpayer's 
former home than the old 
main job location was. For 
example, if a taxpayer's old 
job was three miles from 
his or her former home, the 
new job must bo at least 38 
miles from that home. 

To meet the time test, a 
taxpayer must be employed 
full dmc for at least 39 
weeks during the first 12 
months after arriving in the 
general area of a new job 
location. A taxpayer docs 
not have to work 39 con- 
secutive weeks or work for 
the same employer to meet 
this requirement. If a tax- 
payer is married and filing a 
joint return, and if both 
spouses work, cillicr 
spouse's employment may 
fulfill the full-time work 
requirement but the weeks 
each spouse worked cannot 
be added together to fulfill 
the 39-weck test 

Taxpayers who arc sclf- 
cmploycd must work full, 
time for at least 39 weeks 
during the first 12 months 
after their move, and for a 
total of 78 weeks during die 
first 24 monUis.

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Child, dependent care credit can aid parents

Parents who pay someone to care for a 
child or dependent while they work or look 
for work may qualify for a special lax 
credit, the IRS says. This Child and 
Dependent Care Credit may be taken not 
only for payments to babysitters and day- 
care centers but also to certain relatives 
paid for this service. 

This credit is available to married 
couples who both work part-time or full- 



time or arc actively looking for work, and 
who file jointly. If one spouse works full- 
time and the other works part-time, is a 
full-time student or is disabled, he or she 
is also eligible for the credit, according to 
the IRS. 

The credit may also apply to a divorced 
or separated parent who has custody of a 
child who Is under 15 or physically or 
mentally incapable of self-care, even 



Fiscal Year 1988 
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diough the parent may not be entitled to a 
dependency exemption for the child. The 
parent claiming the credit must, however, 
have custody for a longer period during the 
year than the other parent. A married 
person living apart from his or her spouse 
for the last six mondis of the taxable year 
is eligible for the credit if a separate return 
is filed. 

Percentage varies 

The credit is from 20 to 30 percent of 
eligible expenses, depending on the 
taxpayer's adjusted gross income. The 
maximum credit that may be taken is 
limited to $720 for one qualifying person, 
and to SI ,440 for two or more qualifying 
persons. 

To qualify for die Child and Dependent 
Care Credit, a taxpayer 1) must have been 
gainfully employed or in active search of 
gainful employment when the expense for 
the child's or dependent's care was incurred, 



and 2) must have paid over half the cost of 
maintaining his or her household, which 
included one or more qualifying 
individuals. A qualifying individual is a 
dependent child under 15 ycarsofagcora 
spouse or dependent who is mentally or 
physically incapable of self-care. 
How to claim, 

To claim the credit, taxpayers can Tile 
Form 1040 A, using the worksheet in the 
Form 1 04 0A tax package to compute the 
amount of the credit. Taxpayers who file 
Form 1040 may also claim the credit, 
even if they do not itemize deductions. 
These taxpayers compute the credit on 
Form 2441, Credit for Child and 
Dependent Care Expenses, and attach this 
form to the 1040 form. - 

Additional information is available in 
IRS Publication 503, Child and 
Dependent Care Credit, and 
Employment Taxes for Household 
Employers.

Allocated tips 
may be income 
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Employees to whom lips 
arc allocated should report 
die allocated lips as income 
on their income tax returns, 
according to the IRS. 

Tips arc allocated by em- 
ployers, who compare the 
total of all lips reported by 
the employees with eight 
percent (or a lower percent- 
age) of die establishment's 
total food and beverage re- 
ceipts. If records show that 
the total tips reported by the 
employees fall below the 
applicable percentage, the 
employer will be required to 
allocate die difference be- 
tween the two amounts 
among diose employees 
who receive tips, and report 
the difference to the IRS. 

Tip allocations arc made 
only to employees who re- 
ceive tips directly from 
customers unless there is an 
agreement dial ihcy be 
allocated among all lipped 
employees. Employers , 
should withhold income, 
social security or railroad 
retirement lax only on die 
tips reported by the em- 
ployees, not Hie allocated 
amounts. Food and beverage 
establishments where lip- 
ping is customary and that 
normally employ more than 
10 employees arc required to 
file an annua] report with 
the IRS.

Employees who earn $20 
or more a month in tips 
while working for one em- 
ployer must report the total 
amount of these tips each 
month to their employer by 
the 10th day of the follow- 
ing month. Some employ- 
ers may require these writ- 
ten reports more than once a 
month. 

The monUdy tip report 
must contain die em- 
ployee's name, address and 
social security number. The 
employer's name and ad- 
dress, the period covered and 
the total amount of tips 
must also be in the report, 
which must be signed and 
dated by die employee. 
Keeping daily tip records 
will make preparing ihc 
monthly report easier, ad 
cording to the IRS. 

Free IRS forms arc avail- 
able for maintaining a daily 
dp record and preparing 
monthly reports. Call or 
write the IRS and ask for 
Publication 1244 which 
contains die necessary 
forms.

"A Walk in ihc Woods," Lee Blessing's comedy/drama 
having its midwest premiere at Sicppcnwolf Theater in 
Chicago, lakes place in a forest preserve outside Geneva. 

The sylvan selling is the neutral ground where two 
negotiators, one American and the other Russian, meet 
periodically to gel lo know one another — and lest their 
bargaining skills away from the conference room with alt 
its formality and etiquette. 

Rick Snyder breathes life into the role of John 
Uoacyman, die eager, idealistic U.S. diplomat newly thrust 
into ihc round of high-level talks. He's also pompous, 
testy and a bit of a sturfed shirt 

Understandably, he is highly suspicious of his suave, 
wily/Russian counterpart, Andrcy Boivinnik, played wilh 
conviction by Robert Bruclcr, who challenges ihc new 
arrival not lo be so serious. Boivinnik, a survivor of along 
career of fruitless arms reduction talks, docs his best to 
charm Honcyman into friendship. 

The seasoned Soviet negotiator defends his cynicism as 
"realism." 

Aa the scenes shift so do the seasons, and the two men 
wresUc verbally over issues large and small and eventually 
conic to respect one another. As combatants, ihey are 
equitably matched, although Botvinnik briefly gets the 
upper: hand when he refuses lo concede a point until 
Honcyman engages him' in a, mandatory frivolous 
conversation. It's not surprising that for him to trivial and 
entertaining at the same lime is his key to keeping a grip 
on things. 

Directed by Randall Arncy, "A Walk in the Woods" is an 
ambitious, invigorating theatrical stroll, one whose 
memories will slay wilh its audience long after die two- 
hour outing.

car. Your shopping has just begun! 

"XYZ" Car Rental claims to have a price of only $60 a 
week while "ABC" Car Rental advertises $70. So let's 
go with XYZ. It's not that simple. XYZ Car Rental may 
not tell you up front, but they could charge a loo for 
having a booth at tho airport, a fuel service charge, 
highly Inflated insurance fees, and a drop charge II 
you don't return the car where you picked It up. All of 
which could double or triple your original quotel 

Let's start wilh optional insurance coverage. Do you 
need it, and what does it cost? If your current 
Insurance policy covers your liability for damage to a 
rental car, you may not need tho collision damage 
waiver (CDW). Check with your insurance agent on 
this matter before you travel. Consider also the 
amount of coverage your presont policy provides. If 
your policy is for coverage of your 1982 Voga and you 
are renting a 1989 Lincoln, your collision damge 
coverage may not be htgh enough. If you find you are 
sufficiently covered, don't bo pressured Into taking 
additional Insurance from the car company. This Is a 
real money maker (or them. Also, il you charge your 
rental to your American Express Card (green or gold), 
you are covered automatically covered for damage to 
the rental car. 

Fuel service charges are another concern. Some 
companies give you a full tank and ask only that you 
return it full. This Is the way to go. Others charge you 
about $12 for a half-tank of gas and ask that you return 
the car empty. Try that with a slrange car driving 
through tho deserts of Arizona! 

Other companies may charge a foe for the 
convenience of being located at the airport. Consider 
one of the "off airport" locations.

Enormous fish coming, 
according to CoL Bill 



Fishing ranks among America's lop 
recreational interests. Bragging anglers 
recount catching experiences of the 
wall hangers, or even more unbelievable 
talcs about the awesome one thai got 
away. 

Dubious to some, Uicsc experiences do 
happen and oficn arc conflrmablc. Bushels 
of outdoor information comes from 
outdoor shows past, those in progress and 
others scheduled. More than a dozen 
opportunities lie within an hour's drive. 

But enormous fish arc coming, say fish 
hatchery heads in Illinois and nearby 
states. Researchers arc able to create a 
sexless, iriploid fish with a gene structure 
unsuitable for reproduction. 

So equipped, these fish do not produce 
eggs, sperm or spawn. They concentrate 
on continuous eating and growth. 
Biologists predict they will live much 
longer than normal rcprod ucing strains. 

This possibility extends to most species 
of Illinois gamefish that receive 
conservation's attention. Mike Conlin, 
Illinois Fisheries' chief, states thai only a 
limited number of eggs will be processed. 
These giants will consume three times the 
usual forage for additional years. 

"Illinois surface is only seven percent of 
Lake Michigan," Conlin said, "and we arc 
not pushing this too hard now. But if the

there, says While, 
especially when buying for 
holiday sweethearts. In fact, 
lie says, any other color 
may be hard to get 

"Talk to your local florist 
about the availability of 
non-red flowers well ahead 
of holidays," While says, 
"especially at Valentine's 
Day, since colors other lhan 
red may be in short supply. 
"There are new breeds 
every year," While adds. 
Now available arc miniature 
roses, longer tasting than 
the average one week for a 



cut rose, and especially 
suited for arrangements in a 
table bouquet, he says. 

Flower breeders continue 
to develop varieties thai die 
sellers hope will entice the 
public into more flower- 
buying. Although American 
rose-buying habits have 
remained consistent, ihey 
arc nowhere near the 
consumption of Europeans.

Hardy hybrid T types arc 
preferred by most home 
gardeners, bu they also opt 

for grandiflora and 
floribunda roses.
